The 
Foreign Minister demanded, that the secrat 
agreement, if annexed io the Tronty, should be 
shown lim. so that there should be nothing 
concealed that had reference to the relations 
boatween the tivo Powers, 

It now transpires thattha “secret agreement” 
consists of about hulf-a duzen chaptors of 
records of the procecdings at Poking’ hetwoen 
Baron Komura.anit the Chineso plonipolea- 
tiarick, containing various agreements betweon 
the two Governments, ‘Those records, it is 
stated, will not be published, but tho salt 
correspondent indicates their purport, 
<The first. provides that the proposed railway 
between, Mnkden and Sinmas gting shall be 
constructed by the Chiness Government, with 
capitak-provided-by the Japanese Goverument. 

Tho second contains an undertaking by China 
not to constract a railway line to tho North of 
“Chungehun, to compete against ‘the Chinese 
‘Eastern -Ruilway.. uor to allow any foreign 
PVowér to coustruct such a line. 

Tho third provides that the railway between 
Kirin and Changehau shall be exclusively und 
jointly constructed by Japan and China, .u¢: 
other authorities to bo allowed to construct such 
a, tino under any circumstances, : 

Tho fourth binds the Chinese. Governmont 
not to construct a line in competition with that 
mentioned above Letween Kirin and Chang- 
chun, nor to allow any other antharity to do sv. 

It is belivved in some quirters, says the cor- 
respondent, that Mr, Keto awill publish the 
* secret ugroemént.” Baron Komura has handed 
his successor no furtber documents bearing upon 
‘the new ‘Breaty, nor has hv made any verbal 
references to u pecret ugreoment. 

The Asahi correypondent states that it may 
sufoly he said that no such seeret understand: 
ing, in the proper sense of the words, exists 
between the two Powers, The Treaty and its 
accompanying agreoment are morely the aequi- 
siden of Japan's righ which will call for 
considerable energy to y out. He further 
states that Mr. Kato, the Foreign Minister, ba 
discovered certain uther questions re‘ating to 
Manchuria which must bo .settled with China,

Medical climatology, a medica! writer tolls 
us, is developing into o acience. It ia an 
American science, for it ia in America, where 
the many types of men are out of thoir natural 
habitat, that the habit of seakiag'a change of 
climate as a general cure-all hes baco ma almost 
universal, ‘The kind of change needed is 
gradually becoming underetood., A dry and 
bracing climate is not adapted to all porsons, 
and sunshine is teo stimulating for many, while 
damp and fog seem to bo necessary for cortain’ 
nervous people and parhaps all blondes, An 
equable, relaxing climate acts asa sedativa in 
diseaso of heart and kidneys.

ono of the latest. students of the subject, Dr, 
Hane Molisch, for two years vainly inquired of 
dealers for luminous meat, but on beginning 
investigation at homo found that 87 per cont, 
of beef and other flesh glowed spontancously 
after being kopt in a coo) rodm for two or threa 
days, The luminous moat séems to bb overy- 
where present, duein all cases to a single spocias 
of bacteria. The same investigator has found 
luminous decaying leaves in tropical sAforosts, 
and has proven that many fallen leaves of oak 
and beech in Murope shine with a soft, white, 
steady light, the luminous fangus in this case 
being unknown. With one’or two possible ox- 
cuptions, oll luminous plants are now known.to 
belong to two species of fungi, filimentous and 
bacteria, about thirty species of bacteria, and half 
as many of other fungi having been rocogrized 
as luminous, Tho luminosity differs from that 
of animale in persisting for days, months or 
even yeirs instead of lasting not more than a 
few seconds or minutes, but a modern theory 
is that in both cases the light is due to chowi-

In the new Belgian procoss for extracting 
gold from the ocean, a ton of the water is 
treated with a spoonful of concentrated aqueous 
golution of chloride of tin, when the gold is 
converted into arple of Cassius, and may be pro- 
cipitated, together with hydrate of magnesium 
and the excess of tin, by adding a pound. of 
slacked lime. ‘When this precipitate is dissolved 
in dilute solution of cyanide of potassium, the 
gold may ba precipitated with zinc or other 
reagent.
